Today we wish to congratulate the voters . 
of Florida. They have not told us everything 
—such es, for example, who wil be pres- 
ident next year at this time. But they have 
gone ἃ long way toward telling ‘us that the 


Repmdlican nominee will be President Ford 
and that the Democratic nominee not only. 
won't be Gov. Wallace but also needn't be 
someone beholden to Gov. Wallace. That is 
already something. 

There is more than that in the Florida 
results, In Wlinois, where 2 primary will 
be held next week, the President now has an 
opportunity to eliminate Ronald Reagan once 
and for all from the competition and—as 2 
consequence—to Iberate his own candidacy.’

The Democratic outcome was closer in 
yote-counts, but equally clear—and impor- 
tant—in meaning: Jimmy Carter beat George 
‘Wallace in 2 Souther state. This achieve- 
ment should not be underrated or misplaced 
im the barrage of speculations ahout what 
comes next. We don’t pretend to know, and, |

Too Slow in Spain . 


Unless the government of King Juan 
Carlos steps up the pace of political and in- 
dustrial reform in Spain it will find itself 
increasingly rocked by bloody riots, ruinous 
strikes, and widespread alienation. The
